ANTI-NOISE BILL 
PASSED 20 TO , 
SENT TO MAYOR 


Bar on Shouting of Peddlers 
Eliminated, but Curb or 
Auto Horns Stands. 


The anti-noise bill, forbidding un- 
necessary blowing of traffic horns 
or whistles, loud playing of musical 
instruments between 1 and 7 a. m., 
and keeping of animals or fowls 
which emit cacophonous sounds, 
was passed by the Board of Alder- 


men today, by a 20-to-8 vote. If 
signed by Mayor Dickmann, it will 
become a law at once. 

Before passage of the bill, a sec- 
tion aimed at the shouting or cry- 
ing of peddlers, hawkers or venders 
was eliminated, by a vote of 21 to 7. 
Automobile horn-honking, by 
swains who wish to avoid ringing 
doorbells, or in traffic when un- 
necessary or unduly prolonged, and 
clanging of car bells except as a 
needed warning, are forbidden in 
the measure as passed. 

There was objection to the clause 
forbidding the keeping of “any ani- 
mal, bird or fowl which by causing 
frequent or long continued noise 
shall disturb the comfort or re- 
pose of any person more than 100 
feet away.” Aldermen Phelim 
O’Toole and Walter Ziegenbalg said 
the provision would give fussy per- 
sons a chance to make trouble for 
neighbors owning pets and would 
thus do more harm than good. But 
it went into the bill as passed. 
The penalty provided for viola- 
tion is $5 fine or five days in jail 
for a first offense, with increased 
fines and jail terms up to $50, or 
50 days for a fourth offense within 
a year.

BERLIN, Dec. 20 (AP). — De- 
struction of 23 British “vanguard” 
vessels by the German air force 
in three days was reported today 
by the German high command, 
which also said some prisoners had 
been taken in sallies against the 
Allies on the Western Front. 

(The British have acknowledged 
loss of several fishing boats, ac- 
cusing the German flyers of attack- 
ing them without provocation.) 


The German communique said: 

“Our scouting troops on the 
Western front succeeded at several 
places in breaking into enemy posi- 
tions, thereby taking a number of 
prisoners. 

“Despite bad weather conditions, 
the German air force carried out 
reconnaissance of and attacks 
against sea positions in the North 
Sea. Through these actions, ac- 
cording to present reports, four 
ships of the British light naval 
forces were destroyed by bomb hits. 
One German reconnaissance plane 
attacked a large British flying boat 
and crashed it. 

“The German air force during 
the past three days destroyed 23 
ships of the British vanguard 
forces, among them the Peal, Seren- 
ity, New Choice, Eilead, Wray, 
Evelina, Sedgefly and Trinity. 
Losses by the Britons in the air 
battle of Dec. 18 were increased by 
two more planes. Thus the enemy’s 
total loss that day now can be re- 
ported at 36 fighting planes of the 
Vickers-Wellington type.” 


French Report Repulsing Four 

Nazi Raids on Western Front. 

PARIS, Dec. 20 (AP).—French 
military sources reported today that 
front-line troops repulsed four Ger- 
man raids late yesterday between 
the Moselle River and the Vosges 
Mountains.

And by 
6:15 the hotel gave in and an- 
nounced over the loudspeaker that 
the dinner would begin, There was 
a fumbling for tickets as the em- 
ployes, all of whom had worked 
40 years or mcve for one company, 
moved to the doors of the Gold and 
Crystal rooms. 

Employers There, Too.

Prosecutor Seeks Manda- 
mus Writ to Require 
Such Action by County 
Court in $35,000 Deal. 


Suit to require additional secur- 
ity for a $35,000 mortgage loan 
from the St. Louis County school 
fund, or surrender of the loan, 
which was made by the County 
Court Dec. 11 to Mr. and Mrs. 
Benjamin Multack, was filed in Cir 
cuit Court at Clayton today by 
Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wal- 
lach. 

It charges that the 2l-acre pro- 
posed subdivision site in Brentwood, 
mortgaged as the basic security, is 
not worth twice as much as the 
loan, or $70,000, as required by law, 
and is not even worth the amount 
of the loan. 

Members of the County Court, an 
administrative body, who are named 
as the respondents, knew all the 
facts about the property or might 
have known them “by the exercise 
of the slightest degree of diligence 
in performance of the duties im- 
posed on them by law,” the prose- 
cutor asserts. The members of the 


court are Clifford Corneli, Presiding 


Judge, and Henry L. Mueller and 
Henry W. J. Rott, Associate 
Judges, | 

The suit is for a writ of man- 
damus to require the County Court 
to order the Multacks to give addi- 
tional security within 10 days after 
issuance of such an order or for 
summary action by the County 
Court to collect the principal and 
accrued interest. Circuit Judge 
Peter T. Barrett issued an alterna- 
tive writ under which a hearing was 
set for Jan. 18.

William McChesney Martin Heads 
Co-operation Committee. 
William McChesney Martin, pres- 
ident of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis, was appointed chair-

Steindel, ‘cello 
between his knees, was on a hotel 
chair. Guidi was standing up. 
They were getting along very well. 
After about 15 minutes they came 
to the end of the piece, giving it a 
great flourish. 

“Now let’s go back to the part,” 
Steindel said, “where it goes, ‘You 
get the girl, we'll do the rest.” It 
turned out that the passage Stein- 
del meant was a melodic little bit 
which fit those words exactly. 
Every time they went over it, Stein- 
del would sing out the lines. 

One time Miss Lev started very 
abruptly, giving her head a mighty 
twist as she struck the keys. 

“Say, are you Russian?” Steindel 
asked, shaking his head with the 
same vigor. 

“Don’t get personal,” Guidi in- 
terposed. 

Miss Lev, as a matter of fact, 
was all for giving the piece a live- 
ly interpretation.

“I can take 
more than most of them, but it af- 
fects my muscles. It takes me 24 
hours to get over alcohol. I work 
with my hands.” 

She had her tea very strong, 
carefully tearing the little cheese- 
cloth bags and pouring the hot 
water over the loose leaves. She 
had three cups. 

She is a personable and vivacious 
young woman, 27 years old, plump, 
the daughter of a Russian cantor 
who came to America when she

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 20. — 
Warden Tom Scott of the Missouri 


eee announced yesterday 


afternoon that Charles Garner, 19 


year-old convict recently convicted 
ir Barton County of drowning his 
v-ife in an abandoned quarry, had 
confessed three other murders, two 
in York, Neb., last June, and the 
other in Kansas City in October, 


Scott said Garner’s story was be- 
ing investigated and that Nebraska 
and Kansas City officials had been 
asked to verify details of his story. 
Garner, who glibly repeated the 
story for newspaper reporters 
called to Scott’s office, has not 
been examined by prison psychi- 
atrists since he was received at 
the prison last Nov. 22. 

In the course of his narrative, 
Garner, who originally confessed 
the murder of his wife and then 
repudiated the confession before 
his trial, changed his story and 
said he pushed his wife into a 
quarry and drowned her. 

He was received at the peniten- 
tiary last Nov. 22 to serve a life 
sentence following his conviction 
in Barton County Circuit Court of 
the murder of his wife, Jean Col- 
lingham Garner, 17, of York, Neb., 
while they were on their honey- 
moon. She was drowned last July 
2 in a quarry near Lamar, Mo. 


Accounts of Three Homicides. 


The story of the three additional 
homicides, two related in a written 
confession’ given to Warden Scott 
and the third told to the warden 
yesterday, included the following: 

Death of an unidentified youth 
who was pushed from the top of a 
train in the Kansas City railroad 
yards by Garner some time in Oc- 
tober, 1936. Garner said the youth 
was killed beneath the wheels .of 
the train. Garner said he pushed 


= i his companion, whom he said he 
did not know by name, from the 


top of an oil tank car after a 
quarrel. 

Murder of a man said by Garner 
to be Alvin Collingham of York, 
Neb., and said by Garner to be the 
brother of his murdered wife. Gar- 
ner said he shot Collingham at the 
Jatter's home in York, Neb., last 
June 1, after a quarrel over his 
impending marriage with Jean Col- 
lingham, then set for June 10 
Garner said he shot and killed 
Collingham with a rifle after Col- 
lingham demanded that Garner 
leave York and “leave his sister 
alone.” 

Garner said the death of Colling- 
ham had been declared a suicide 
by the local Coroner. 

Put Arsenic in Coffee.

| in Caribbean, 


The German liner Columbus, 
scuttled yesterday east of Cape 
Henry, Va., was the ship which 
made a dash for safety in the 


Caribbean Sea last August just be- 


fore the outbreak of war, with 775 
passengers, including several St. 
Louisans, aboard. 

This last trip of the luxury liner 
was described in exciting detail in 
the Post-Dispatch last Sept. 6 by 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl O. Mills, 421 
Westgate avenue, University City, 


two of the passengers who had 
sailed on the ship from New York 
Aug. 19 for a Caribbean cruise. 
The trip went according to sched- 
ule until Aug. 25, when the ship 
was due to stop at Grenada but 
was refused entry to the port by 
British authorities. On the same 
day, the Columbus began taking or- 
ders directly from the German 
navy instead of from the North 
German Llovd company. 
Turns Around. 


That night the ship turned 
around, and instead of continuing 
to Venezuela according to schedule, 
headed for New York. On the fol- 
lowing Sunday, when orders were 
given that all German vessels which 
could reach Germany in four days 
should return home and that oth- 


ship’s course was changed again 
for Curacao. After a delay there, it 
received permission from the Dutch 
Government to refuel. _ 

After the stop at Curacao, pas- 
sengers were informed the ship 
again was heading to New York, 
but they realized from their own 
observations that the course was 
not in that direction. It was an- 
nounced that menus would have to 
be curtailed “to meet any possible 
contingencies,” and showers were 
turned off to conserve water. 

Expected “to Save Ship.” 

On Wednesday night, after more 
aimless wandering, a committee of 
the uneaSy passengers sought out 
Capt. Wilhelm Daehne, who was 
described by Mrs. Mills as “worn 
and frazzled.” He told the com- 
mittee, “I will do everything I can 
for the passengers, but my Gov- 
ernment expects me to save this 
ship.” 

Two days later, on Sept. 1, the 
passengers were dropped at Havana 
and the Columbus sailed away, with 
only its crew aboard and the port- 
holes darkened, for Vera Cruz, 
where it remained until last 
Thursday when it began its unsuc- 
cessful attempt to elude the Brit- 
ish navy and return to Europe. The 
passengers completed their trip on 
another ship. 

Besides Mr. and Mrs. Mills, St. 
Louisans aboard the Columbus on 
the last cruise included Mrs. Mills’ 
son, Marsh Flynn; Miss Alice Guth 
of the Gatesworth Hotel, and Miss 
Minna G. Braun, 3306 Russell boul- 
evard.

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CITY TREASURER’ PAY

Attorney-General Rules John 
Dwyer Is Entitled to, 
$8000 a Year. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 20. 
City Treasurer John Dwyer of St. 
Louis is entitled to a salary of $8000 
a year, under an act passed by the 
1939 Legislature, from the time that 
act became effective last May 22 
under an emergency clause, the At- 
torney-General’s department ruled 
in an opinion issued today to Dwy- 
er. The former salary of the office, 
prior to passage of the 1939 act, was 
$5000 a year. 

Assistant Attorney-General Tyre 
w. Burton, who wrote the opinion, 
held the Treasurer’s office did not 
fall within the provisions of a con- 
stitutional section prohibiting an in- 


crease in salary or fees of a State, 
county or municipal officer, during 
his term of office, and therefore the 
1989 act was not in conflict with

The 1939 act was passed after the 
Missouri Supreme Court, in a test 
case, held the office of City Treas- ia 
urer of St. Louis was an eleetive 
office, and overruled a contention |i 
of Mayor Dickman that it was an;

P. Perkins, farmer, of De Soto; 
T. A. Duester, undertaker, of Fes- 
tus; J. W. Harbour, lumberman, 
of Festus, and Matt Luebbers of 
De Soto.

There will be ‘vocal 
music directed by C Spencer ‘Tocus 
of Vashon High School and nstru- 
mental music by the drum and 
bugle corps of Tom Powen Post of 
the American Legion. Presiding 
will be Justice of the Peace Frank

The Rev. N. W. Clark, 
Negro, will deliver the invocation. 
Printed programs will contain his- 
torical data. 

Issued Jan. 1, 1863, the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation abolished slav- 
ery in all military sections of the 
South except those occupied by 
Union arms. This was a stratagem 
to overcome numerous delicate po- 
litical and international problems. 
It was based on the President's war- 
time power to suppress insurrec- 
tion and was issued under his au- 
thority as commander-in-chief of 
the military forces. It declared that 
all slaves in the designated terri- 
tory were permanently free, and 
that the Union's civil and military 
forces would maintain their free- 
dom and would not repress any ef- 

tort by them to make it good; it 

Sienjoined the freedmen to abstain 

trom violence, except in self-defense, 

and to work faithfully for reason- 
able wages; furthermore, it offered 
to take suitable freedmen into the 
Union's army and navy service. 
For this action, Lincoln invoked 
the considerate judgment of man- 
ind and the gracious favor of Al- 
mighty God.” The proclamation 
had a distinct effect in solidifying 
the Union cause and the Republic- 
an party and in preventing recogni- 
tion of the Confederacy by France

Russians in Three Weeks Fail 
To Win One Impressive Victory 


Flyers Apparently Mistake Open Field for 
Airport, Bomb It, Killing One Crow— 
Germans Hold Up Italian Planes.

HELSINKI, Dec. 20. 

T is now three weeks since Sov- 
[ict Russia started to battle with 

little Finland, and for three 
weeks the Bolshevist invaders have 
been fought to a standstill. 

Smarting under their failure to 
win a single impressive victory, the 
Communist leaders are throwing 
nearly 500,000 men against the 
Finnish army of about 300,000. 
Four Red army corps are attack- 
ing savagely on as many fronts and 
the fiercest fighting, with unprece- 
dented artillery bombardments, has 
occurred, since Monday, on the 
Karelian Ithsmus. There, the sev- 
enth Red army corps again has 
failed to crash the center of the 
Mannerheim line, near Lake Muo- 
lou. 

Now, however, Russian strategy 
seems to be to synchronize heavy 
infantry attacks with series of air 
raids all along the Finnish coasts. 
Three important cities, Viipuri (Vi- 
borg), Helsinki, and Abo, all were 
raided yesterday, together with 
Porvoo and Hangoe. Three raids 
were reported on Abo where two 
houses were fired by incendiary 
bombs and one person was injured. 
Officials say that nearly 20 Red 
airplanes, all flying very high, at- 
tacked in the vicinity of Helsinki 
yesterday and dropped 32 bombs 
within six miles of the city limits. 
Casualty: One Crow. 

The raiders apparently mistook 
a large open field for an airport 
and unloaded most of their explo- 
sives where a crow was the only 
casualty. The bombs used varied 
from 50 to 100 pound sizes to sev- 
eral very powerful ones which 
must have weighed about 600 
pounds, but no damage was done. 

For the Finns, the chief diffi- 
culty in these air raids lies in the 
fact that Viipuri and Helsinki are 


the Russian bombers—which have 
less than a 20 minutes’ flight from 
their bases in Esthonia—can come 
in from high altitudes with motors 
throttled. Consequently, the ene- 
my raiders can get almost over 
these coastal cities before the 
alarm is sounded and their popula- 
tions have less than 5 minutes’ 
warning in which to seek shelter. 
If the weather should permit the 
Reds to raid regularly, they will be 
able to disrupt civilian life consid- 
erably, although that will probably 
only infuriate the Finns and 
strengthen their already fixed de- 
termination to fight to the end. 


Nazis Hold Up Planes. 

It is learned here from Finnish 
sources that the German Govern- 
ment, apparently under pressure 
from Moscow, held up all but two 
of a shipment of 25 very modern 
and fast Fiat pursuit planes, which 
were bought in Italy before the war 
began. These planes, capable of a 
speed of 350 miles an hour, would 
be of immense aid to the Finns in 
fighting off the Red invaders at

| GEN, JOHNSON— 
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Declares Scuttling 
of Graf Spee Is 
Discredit to Ger- 
man Navy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. 
T is not easy to criticise a com- 
mander responsible for the lives 
f.1000 men for deciding not to 
sacrifice them. It is even harder 
to reflect on the courage of any 
German warrior—especially Ger- 
man soldiers whose record for brav- 
ery has no superior and few equals. 
Theirs is a tradition built on through 
centuries. But there is little of 
such tradition in the German Navy. 


It may have been excellent strat- 
egy on our own Admiral Mahan’s 
naval philosophy for the Kaiser to 
keep his “fleet in being” without 
risking it while the Germans had 
the edge on a: possibility of victory 
right up to the middle of 1918. But 
it was no such thing when their 
case became desperate and their 
army was beating its life out on 
the Western front, for* their navy 
meekly to surrender without firing 
a shot and then slyly and suicidally 
scuttle itself at Scapa Flow. 


What is a navy for? It is to 
threaten or inflict the utmost pos- 
sible damage on enemy sea power. 
If it can do that and save itself, it 
scores a bull’s-eye. If it can do 
that, even though itself destroyed, 
it has still performed its mission. 
But if it destroys itself to avoid the 
attempt to perform its mission, no 
matter what the odds against it, I 
cannot find an excuse for it—at 
least not in any British or Ameri- 
can tradition. 


Men Know Bargain. 


Men who enter the professional 
military and naval service know 
the bargain they made. It isn’t 
written in their commissions or en- 
listment papers, but it is plain as 
a pike staff in the military and 
naval tradition—“Damn the torpe- 
does, full steam ahead”; “We have 
just begun to fight”; “Don’t give 
up the ship.” Maybe Farragut, 
Jones and Lawrence didn't say 
these: things, but their actions said 
them.

Reaches High Levels, 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 20. 

LACE alongside each other two 

percentage figures from a report 

issued yesterday by the Fed- 
eral Reserye Board, and you get 
a large. part of the answer to the 
question of why there are still 
around 9,000,000 persons unemployed 
in private industry. 

The report is on industrial pro- 
duction. It takes the 1923-1925 av- 
erage as a base—100 per cenj. For 
November of 1939, the seasonally 
adjusted index figure on production 
was 124, or within a point of the 
highest monthly figure for the 
boom year of 1929. 

Industrial production, then, has 
made a remarkable comeback from 
the depression depths. The level 
to which it shot up after the out- 
break of the European war re- 
mained high throughout November 
and the first half of December. 
Indeed, there was a three-point in- 
crease from October to November, 
“reflecting sustained activity at a 
period of the year when a decline 
is usual.” 

Broken down, the 24 per cent to- 
tal increase for November over the 
1923-25 average represented a 30 
per cent gain in the manufacture 
of durable goods, an 18 per cent 
gain in the manufacture of non 
durable goods (24 per cent for 
manufacturing as a whole), and a 
24 per cent gain in mineral pro- 
duction, 

Some of the high lights of the 
report: Record production of steel 
ingots continued in November. The 
manufacture of automobiles in- 
creased, notwithstanding the fact 
that labor trouble kept the plants 
of one important company out of 
commission. Settlement of the dis- 
pute at the end of the month was 
followed by a sharp rise in assem- 
blies. Retail sales of cars were in 
large volume. Activity at cotton 
and woolen mills was close to the 
record levels of three years ago. 
Rayon production made a new high, 
though silk mills showed a decline. 
And so on. Decreases in some lines 


were swallowed up in the general | 


rise. 


.* 


This is the bright side of the pic- 
ture. We are turning out manu- 
factured goods at virtually the 
same rate as in 1929. We are turn- 
ing hem out at a rate practically 
one-fourth higher than in 1923-25. 
Why, then, the 9,000,000 to 10,000,- 
000 workers who are unable to find 
jobs in private industry? 

The answer is twofold. It con- 


sists, first, in the fact that because 


of population increase there is a net 
annual gain in the labor supply of 
around 600,000 persons. Thus there 
are 6,000,000 more persons looking 
for work than there were 10 years 
ago. Obviously, if the new work- 
ers coming into the market are to 
find places in private industry, it 
is not enough to get back to the 
production level of 1929; it is neces- 
sary to advance steadily beyond 
that level. We must have a con- 
stantly expanding industry. 

But the growth of population ac- 
counts only in part for the paradox 
of an army of unemployed—an 
army reduced only a couple of mil- 
lion from its peak—when produc- 
tion is running as it is today. 


We return to the graphic story 
told by the Reserve Board’s report. 
Take two constrasting figures for 
October, 1939. One is 121 per cent 
and the other 101.2 per cent. The 
former shows a 21-point gain over 
the years 1923-25. The latter shows 
a gain of a little over 1 point. The 
first represents factory production 


The second represents the labor re- 
quired for this production. 


That is to say, our factories are 
turning out (as of October) 21 per 
cent more goods than the average 
for the years chosen for compari- 
son, and yet they are employing 
only 1.2 per cent more workers 
than the average for those years. 


In still other words, the produc- 
tivity of the individual has so in- 
creased that only about 100 work- 
ers are now. needed for work that 
took, roughly, 129 in 1923-25. Thus

Mr. Hart Replies to Vincent Sheean. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your issue of Dec. 6, a letter was pub- 

lished from Vincent Sheean atf&cking 
Congressman Martin Dies for speaking at 
the recent mass meeting at Madison 
Square Garden at which I presided. He 
wonders where Mr. Dies’ loyalties lie. 
Mr. Dies’ patriotism needs no detense, 
His works speak louder than any words 
his friends could utter. 

Mr. Sheean further says that recently 
I “wrote scornfully . . . that the Span- 
ish republican parties ‘had been hyp- 
notized by the ideas of the French and 
American revolutions’.” He asks, “Since 
when have the principles of the American 
Revolution become un-American ?” 

As is common with many writers (in- 
deed, perhaps brevity compels it), Mr. 
Sheean lifts a mere phrase out of its con- 
text. The phrase occurs as part of a 
chapter, one of whose purposes was to 
show that however wise and sound the 
principles of a republic are in the United 
States, it has been pretty well proved that 
Spain was not ready for them. 

In my book, “America Looks at Spain,” 
I said a Spanish scholar told me in Sep- 
tember, 1938, that Napoleon's invasion 
of Spain introduced the ideas of the 
French Revolution. “Spain has not been 
the same since,” he said. “For more 
than a century, various efforts have 
been made to impose a ‘democratic’ 
form of government on the Spanish peo- 
ple.

It has brought blood- 
shed and sorrow. Now we are going to 
lay our plans along different lines.” 

Lest even Mr. Sheean believe that any- 
thing I have ever said has been deroga- 
tory to the American system, let me re- 
mind him that throughout the book from 
which he quotes I made perfectly clear 
that, whatever forms of government other 
countries have, I want no propaganda 

from any foreign country to mar the her- 
itage received from our forefathers. 

Mr. Sheean also quotes me as saying 
April 8, 1939, that “New Dealism is noth- 
ing but the American form of Commu- 
nism.“ There is increasing evidence of 
this. I concur in this passage from Mr. 
Dies’ speech of last Wednesday: 

“These Marxists are seeking to sab- 
otage by degrees the political and eco- 
nomic system of America in favor of bu- 
reaucratic state capitalism. 

“First, the attacks upon our economic 
system, Second, the advocacy of the 
_ Marxian principle that the Government 
has the duty to support the people, Third, 
subtle proposals to regiment agriculture, 
labor and industry under a system of 

planned economy. Fourth, abolition of 
private property and public ownership of 
. basic industries and, finally, dictatorship. 

“This is the clever process by which the 
Marxists plan to subvert the liberties and 
institutions of this country.”

Mr. Hoover apparently thinks he has got hold of a 
popular presidential issue, since the American people 
love the Finns and hate the Russians, so he is now 
willing to throw overboard his cautious attitude of a 
few months ago and start a crusade for the Finns. 
And once he succeeds in giving momentum to his 
relief campaign, the next thing we may hear is a sug- 
gestion that the United States go further. We are 
already hearing such intimations, as the Times- 
Dispatch points out, from such men as President

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COMEBACK OF THE INDIAN. 

The debunking of ancient and cherished institu- 
tions goes on. Latest to fall beneath the iconoclast’s 
ax is the phrase “vanishing American,” as applied for 
years to the Indian, Actually, the red man is in- 
creasing in numbers, says John Collier, Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, in his recent report. The Indians’ 
gain last year was the largest of any racial group 
in the country, Mr. Collier estimates, though their 
total now is only 352,000. 

The Indians still have some distance to go before 
they regain the figure of 3,000, 000, their estimated 
number when white settlement began. It is difficult 
to determine how many there were early in the pres- 
ent century, for census takers didn’t bother to 
count those in Indian Territory and on reservations 
until 1890. At any rate, there were 237,106 of them 
in 1900, so it is clear the Indians now are doing 
pretty well, If they continue to increase at that 
rate, while the white population’s increase becomes 
steadily smaller, the Indians may yet get their con- 
tinent back.

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION IN ILLINOIS. 

A most important decision involving the veto power 
of the Governor of Illinois has been handed down 
by the Supreme Court of that State. The point at 
issue was whether Gov. Horner was within the Con- 
stitution when he acted on bills within 10 days of 
their presentment to him, or whether he should have 
acted on all bills within 10 days of the Legislature’s 
adjournment, The State Supreme Court, dismissing 
an attack by optometrists on a statute regulating 
their business, upholds Gov. Horner. 3 
This sounds like a fine legal point, but in reality 
it is a very practical matter. Of the 474 bills passed 
by the Illinois Legislature at its 1939 session, 232 
were enacted on the last day, June 30. Altogether, 
809 bills went to the Governor after the Legislature 
adjourned. The rush whieh historically attends the 
last hours of legislative sessions throws a heavy bur- 
den on the enrolling and engrossing departments;

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DEATH ON THE COUNTY HIGHWAYS. 

Many a St. Louisan has moved out of the city 
into St. Louis County on the theory that “it is safer 
to bring up a family in the country.” 
received a terrific jolt yesterday with the publica- 
tion in the Post-Dispatch of an analysis of city and 
county traffic deaths. For the analysis showed that 
there have been 21.6 deaths per 100,000 in the county 
this year to only 9.9 per 100,000 in St. Louis. The 
records of University City, Webster Groves, Fergu- 
son and other incorporated areas are generally very 
good, but the toll of 49 deaths in county towns 
without police and in unincorporated areas describes 
a disgraceful condition. It calls for a uniting of all

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GOV. LEHMAN SETS AN EXAMPLE, 

How New York has lifted its highest court, the 
Court of Appeals, above the pettiness of party poli- 
tics was described in these columns a few days ago. 
We told how the Republican and American Labor 
parties had joined in nominating Judge Irving Leh- 
man, a Democrat, for the chief judgeship, in con- 
formity with the custom of general approval for the 
Judge whose rank and talents pre-eminently qualified 
him to head the court, 

More telling proof of this separation of New York’s 
highest court from partisanship has just come from 
Albany. Gov. Lehman, a Democrat, has appointed 
two Republicans to fill forthcoming vacancies.

May 47 other Governors mark his 
exemplary act! 
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SCUTTLING OF THE COLUMBUS. 

The British navy has done more than even the 
score for the slip which the Bremen gave it at the 
outset of the war. In causing the self-destruction of 
the luxury liner Columbus on the Atlantic, the naval 
forces of Britain have indicated what lies in store 
for German vessels which dare to venture on the 
seas. : 

It was a bold attempt to get home from Vera Cruz 
that her commander made—one he might well have 
decided against had news of the Graf Spee’s suicide 
reached him before he sailed. But he tried and 
failed, and the third largest vessel of the Nazi mer- 
chant marine, built in 1922 at a cost of $10,000,000, 
has gone to her watery grave off the Virginia coast. 

It was hard for the Nazis to twist a “victory” for 
home consumption out of the dramatic episode at 
Montevideo, Now that the Columbus is lost, the 
disillusionment must be compounded where the sup- 
posedly invincible Fuehrer rules. 

For warring peoples and neutrals alike, the de- 
struction of this fine merchant vessel is one more 
demonstration of the waste and folly of war. 
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A STEP AHEAD IN THE WAR ON SYPHILIS. 

Science takes a long step ahead in its fight against 
syphilis with the announcement that a new drug 
treatment, which can be taken by mouth in capsule 
form, has been released to physicians for use on pre- 
scription. The drug, a metallic powder, was discoy- 
ered by Dr. Paul J. Hanzlik, head of the department 
of pharmacology at Stanford University, who has been 
testing it for four years under clinical conditions, 

The Journal of the American Medical Association, 
which announces the new type of treatment, points 
out its limitations. Although it may, in some situa- 
tions, be substituted in whole or part for a bismuth 
preparation administered intramuscularly, the oral 
remedy cannot be expected to replace the carefully 
supervised use of other established therapeutic agents. 
And while it may be adapted for self-administration, 
distribution direct to the public, it is felt, would pro- 
duce inadequate treatment of uncontrolled cases, 

But with all these limitations in mind, the dis- 
covery still is a notable gain in the war on this 
great ravager of public health. One of the difti- 
culties in curing syphilitic cases has been that many 
patients have not had the perseverance to continue, 
over long periods, the intramuscular and intravenous 
injections. Any improvement in the treatment that 
will make it easier to take will have its good effects.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N last Friday’s Mirror of Public Opinion, 
J you published a condensation of an ar- 

ticle by Riley Elgen, chairman of the 
Public Utilities Commission of the District 
of Columbia, on the dire effects of automo- 
bile competition upon railroad passenger 
traffic, reprinted from Barron's Weekly. I 
think that you should give some space to 
correction of what seem to be misstatements, 
or, at best, half-truths, 

The implication apparent in the article is 
that railway passenger business has steadily 
declined since 1930, and that all the efforts 
of operating and traffic men and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to halt the loss 
have been to no avail. — 

That implication is demonstrably incor- 
rect. First of all, there has assuredly not 
been a steady decline in revenue passengers 
(other than commuters) on railroad trains 
since 1980. As a matter of fact, 1938 was 
the first year since 1935 (when higher-speed 
runs and better service first entered the 
picture) that the number of passengers of 
this class did not increase, Secondly, while 
it is true that the number of non-commuter 
passengers in 1938 dropped (about 13 per 
cent) from the number in 1987, the number 
in 1988 was still approximately 35 per cent 
more than in 1933—the low point for pas- 
senger travel. 

Strangely, since Commissioner Elgen is a 
member of a bureau which should be inter- 
ested in presenting the whole truth, his 
article utterly neglects the most important 
statistical item in any analysis of mass pas- 
senger transportation—the passenger mile. 
By and large, it is a matter of indifference 
to a carrier whether it transports 100 pas- 
sengers one mile or 50 passengers two miles, 
It will still 
have the same number of r miles, 
although on the one hand it would have car- 
ried twice as many passengers (on Hlgen's 
calculations) as on the other.

What does the record show in this con-

the prescription. The operating results under 
the new rate levels were not noticeably af- 
fected by the intensive efforts to increase 
either passenger or freight business.” 

What does the record show? In June, 
1986, the Eastern lines (over their agonized 
protests) were ordered to reduce their coach 
rates to 2 cents and their Pullman rates to 
3 cents a mile (the old rate had been 3.6 
cents for both classes). On the New Haven 
(a road of great passenger density which 
had been one cf the loudest protestants 
against the reduction), an increase of 60.3 
per cent in passenger miles and 28.9 per cent 
in passenger revenue at once appeared, al- 
though (as if to refute the idea that general 
business conditions had anynthing to do 
with it) freight ton-miles increased only 
1.6 per cent and freight revenue only .3 per 
cent, Almost the same fabulous increases in 
passenger receipts were registered on the 
New York Central, Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more & Ohio. 

The absurd sequel to this case, when the 
Eastern carriers practically restored the old 
high fares in the fatuous belief that their 
new-found customers would stay with them 
at any price, explains the drop in passengers 
carried in 1938 which so impresses Mr. E- 
gen. I think a reasonable mind would con- 
clude from the experience that the commis- 
sion was right, and not (as apparently does 
Elgen) that nothing will persuade you and 
me to leave our jalopies at home and travel 
by rail. At least the Eastern lines seem to 
think so, for they have reluctantly admitted 
their error and begun to creep back to a 
fare that the average man thinks is reason- 
able,

effect that last year it cost (the railroads) 
$1.25 to obtain each $1 of passeriger reve- 
nue,” might not make as easy reading by a

meeting here. 

The Admiral Graf Spee finally 
sailed out of Montevideo and was 
blown up by its commender, Capt. 
Hans Langsdorff, rather than again 
face the British warships it had 
battled last Wednesday. 

It was explained that force, had 
its use been necessary, would have 
involved the American nations con- 
cerned in putting teeth into the

The man 
for whom the Graf Spee was named 
did it off the Falklands. This must 
have made him groan in his grave. 
His ship went down with all on 
board 


Instead of anything like that, the 
Graf steamed into the presence of 
the enemy and—committed suicide! 

Speculations on the relative ad- 
vantage of internment, scuttling or 
surrender leave me cold. The action 
taken was farthest from the tradi- 
tions of great sea fighters and most 
discreditable to the German navy. 
Taking this with Scapa Flow, there 
would be justice in saying: “No en- 
emy can sink a German ship. They 
sink themselves.” 

Salvage of the Graf's crew is bet- 
ter than slaughtering them, but 
Many would have escaped with 
their lives in any event. Apart from 
that, there are times in the lives of 
any professional soldier or sailor 
when the only acceptable battle phi.

Director James Cruze gave him 
his first formal movie job, that of 
technical adviser on one of his pic- 
tures and the Rev. Mr. Dodd turned 
the money over to charity.

It is in movie marriage ceremo- 
nies, says the Rev. Mr. Dodd, that 
laymen are likely to become most 
confused.

News to Directors. 


Directors never did know just 
what to do with a wedding ring, 
and the tiny circlet gave them 
more trouble than a hundred-pound 
weight. They used to have the 
bridegroom hand it to the minister, 
who blessed it and returned it to 
the bridegroom, who-then placed it 
on the girl’s finger. The Rev, Mr. 
Dodd pointed out that it was nec- 
essary only for the bridegroom to 
place the ring directly on the bride’s 
finger.

State Department Acts to Keep

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).—

to “certain countries” of plans, 
plants, manufacturing rights or 
technical information for the pro- 
duction of high-quality aviation 
gasoline.

DIAGNOSIS: Yes, people are cer- 
tainly slow to learn how to be exact 
and careful. Every week I give a 
true-false quiz to each of my psychol- 
ogy classes. And as Muriel’s comment 
indicates, I give them triple instruc- 
tions about scoring these examina- 
tions. Nevertheless, from 3 to 5 per 
cent of the students are incorrect in this simple task of scoring 
their neighbor's paper. They may err in adding a simple row 
of figures. Each semester, moreover, I administer the famous 
Army Alpha intelligence test, partly because of its historical in- 
terest. One of the “multiple choice” statements therein runs as 
follows: Napoleon defeated the Austrians at FRIEDLAND— 
WAGRAM—WATERLOO—LEIPZIG. They are to underline 
one of the four capitalized cities which makes the truest sentence, 

Can you guess which one at least half of my classes will 
underline? It is Waterloo. That is the wrong answer. Every- 
body should know that Napoleon didn’t defeat anybody there. 
In fact, that is where he met his downfall. 


BUT MY W st . they ignore the verb 
in that sentence and simply jump to conclusions. They are care- 
less, despite their high intelligence. In that same intelligence 
test is another simple statement which always causes many 
errors. Last semester in one of my general psychology courses 
58 students out of 103 underlined the word BRAZIL in the fol- 
lowing: 5 

Buenos Aires is a city of SPAIN—BRAZIL-—PORTUGAL— 
ARGENTINA. Every year for nearly 20 years I have witnessed 
this same error on the part of a majority of college students, 
Try this little test on the other members of your family, if they 
haven't read this Case Record ahead of you today.

So ends the 
prayer of a lovely lifelike doll in 
one of our St, Louis toy depart- 
ments. And every little boy and 
girl in town will probably be re- 
peating these very words every 
night from now until December 
the twenty-fifth. But many ot them 
will be quietly adding a P. 8. after 
the light go out, —“and please bring 
me à present that fits.” 

Christmas toys for children are 
very much like the clothes they 
wear. Some times they fit and 
some times they don’t. Haven't you 
seen many kiddies dressed in hand- 
me-downs that will be too large in 
every spot for still ‘another year? 
And don’t you feel sorry for those 
uncomfortable children who are 
wearing last year’s clothes that 
they have outgrown? It is just the 
same with toys. They don’t make 
the children happy unless they fit. 

The old custom of just buying a 
train for the boy and a doll for the 
girl won't work any more. Now 
don't think these are entirely off 
the list! They never will be, either, 
because there are few things that 
children like better and each year 
there are wonderful new editions 
of these old favorites. But we have 
learned that there are some other 
reasons for buying toys than to en- 
courage mechanical or maternal 
instincts. In order to satisfy other 
fundamental urges we will add a 
few more playthings to the pro- 
gram. Trains and dolls fall in one 
grouping of toys that aid in “repre- 
sentative or imitative play.” This 
group also included animals, furni- 
ture, and housekeeping equipment, 
to mention just a few things. 

Another group of toys, such as 
blocks, crayons, paper, and model- 
ing materials lend themselves to 
“creative or constructive play.” And 
still a third group of toys, for “ac- 
tive play” consists of wheel toys, 
balls, bean bags, and all types of 
apparatus. This simple classifi- 
cation will help you to decide on 
the proper gift for a particular 
child. If his imterests lie in one 
group, you will please him with 
something of that type.

What is the treatment for. white 
spots on the hands? 

White spots on the skin, usually 
the backs of the hand and the neck, 
technically called “vitiligo,” have 
not yielded very well to treatment. 
About the best that can be done is 
to advise painting the spots with 
the juice of walnut husks or some 
other dye to conceal them. Solution 
of potassium permanganate of 
proper strength can be used for 
this purpose, 

Attempts to tan these spots have 
been made for many years. The 
trouble is that the real nature of 
the trouble is a disturbance of pig- 
mentation. The spots resist the ac- 
tion of light, both ultra-violet lights 
and the sun’s rays. The injection 
of dyes into the bloodstream has 
been tried, Lindsay, in 1929, re- 
ported the cure of a case by the 
injection of gold sodium thiosul- 
fate, and Cohen reported another 
similar successful case in 1933.

What causes blistery and cob- 
webby eruptions in the webbing of 
the fingers? 

Dermatitis in the webs of the 

fingers, along the sides of the 
fingers, may be due either to ring- 
worm infection, dermatitis vene- 
nata, eczema or pompholyx. 
+ Ringworm infections can be 
ruled out or confirmed by examin- 
ing the scrapings in the tops of 
the vesicles. Dermatitis venenata 
is dermatitis due to contact with 
plants; the history of contact is 
important. These winter days 
the commonest is probably prim- 
rose. Other irritants will produce 
a vesicular dermatitis; soap is the 
commonest offender. 

Pompholyx or dyshidrosis con- 
sists of small blisters that form in 
an itchy eruption. It is probable 
that it is really a form of ring 
worm. It used to be frequently 
diagnosed but of late ringworm 
fungi have been found so often in 
cases of this kind that many have 
come to believe that all such cases 
are caused by fungi. :
